priest and a Runant aff citizen of German ancestory. Early in 1941, he

SS previously. That is Point one of my summary. 

COLONEL NEAVE; Is the first point of the summary covering only 
Webers being drafted into the SS? 

DR. PELCKMANN: No. 1 covers Weber's being drafted into the 
Waffen SS without his volunteering and without belonging to the Algemine 
SS. This occured in the year 1941 and as Weber states this concerns at 
least 350 other fellow citizens of all egencies and occupations. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Yes, I grant you that. 

DR. PELCKMANN: In the concentration camp Mauthausen Gusen where 
Weber was sent 2s a guard, the prisoners were treated well by the guerd 
company. Entrance to the camp es well as to the wrk places of the camp 
was only permitted to the command post personnel and only to those.in 
some individual c^ses. Even prisoners of Mauthausen Gusen who spoke after 
` the capitulation cannot verify the existance of = gas chamber or cannot 
give the position of the ፎ=8 chamber. Weber was often in contact with 
prisoners, he often exchanged books with them and none of the spoke of 
killings, tortures, etc, 

COLONEL NEAVE: How far does the fact that there was no gas 
chamber have relevancy? 

DR. PELCKMANN: There was no knowledge of any such gas chamber by 
the guard company and therefore no knowledge of any killings in the camp, 


COLONEL NEAVE: The knowledze of such events is the point of this 
affidavit? | | 
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DR. PELCKMANN; Yes, thet is the main point. The other stetem nts 
of Weber are to prove that the prisoners were not treated badly. Since Weber 
was a priest and gives a rather detailed report of the knowledge and actions 
of the guard companies, may I ask that it be considered that this affidavit 
be translated in its entirety as the only document of its sort to be so trans- 
lated.

DR. PELCKMANN: Affidavit KOENIG, Koenig was drafted into the 
Waffen SS, according to the labor draft T; on January 4, 1940. In the 
Concentration Camp Sachsenhausen the prisoners were treated well. Koenig 
made this observation both as a member of the guard company as well as a 
member of the commando staff. When the prisoners were released they had 
to sign a statement that there was no mistreatment of prisoners, They 


were not allewed to tell anything of their knowledge of what occured in the 


ا 
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concentration camp. The food in the concentretion camp Sachenhausen was suffic- 
ient and very tasty and at times better than that given to the SS members. 
Mistreatment of prisoners was strictly forbidden and was punished severely. 

If the short statement in this summary concerning the fact that the 

food was basty and was better, at least in the concentration camp Sachen- 
hausen, seems untrue, I want to point out thet in the full description 

in the affidavit it is described more closely anê this should show that 

almost until the end of the war, at le^st in the concentration camp 
Sachenhausen, the food was quite well and suf^icient. 

COLONEL NEAV5; We are not here to judge whether or not the food 
was good in the Concentration Camp at Sachenhausen, but to decide if the 
question is relevant to the orgenization as a whole. How many of these 
affidavite will show what the condition of individual camps was? 

DR. PELCKMANN: I only have about two more in today’s summery 
and in the next group, which I intend to bring up about Wednesday or 
Thursday, I will have some more. I believe that it is relevant con-

BY DR, PELCKMANN: 

The affidavit of Kuehn is next, Kuehn was the man charged in the 
Reichs Ministry of Justice with the prosecution of rumor spreaders. In this 
position he asked officials of the Gestapo if rumors concerning the exterm- 


ination of Jews in the Fast were true. The Gestapo answered, and it was 


either 1942 or 194,3, that these rumors were unfounded, Because of its wording, 


which is rather important in this case, I would like to ask for a translation 
of the entire document which does not take quite a full page. 

WR. MONNERAY: I do not see any direct connection with the SS 
organization. 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: How does the fact that the Gestapo answered 
his question aBé that it was in 1942 or 1943 that these rumors had grown up, 


have anything to do with the SS? 
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DR. PELCKMANN: That concerns the system of secrecy which was 
not limited only to the SS. It also concerns itself with the claim that the 
German people knew as well or even better concerning all these actions, all 
these tortures and so on, than the foreign countries, I want to prove that 
thet is incorrect and it was the duty of these organizations, just like the 
Gestapo, to distribute false facts to the population and that in this way 
they led the population to believe wrong things and I want to make the 
statement or claim that in this way they also fooled the members of the 55 
as far as that was concerned. 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: Wait a minute, Dr. Pelckmann. This does 
not prove anything about the SS except by implication. It does not state 
anything concerning the SS. It merely implies that if the Gestapo kept 


these things secret, according to what you say, the SS would not have known. 


In this case the witness was neither a member of the ss for apparently 


connected with it at all so it is rather far fetched to say that a conver- 
sation between him and a Gestapo officials shows that the SS could not have 
known. T think the connection between this affidavit and what you vish 
to prove is too remote and I don't think it should be allowed. 

DR. PELOKMANN: This evidence is about the same kind as that of 
von Thadden. 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: Yes and of course there was 8 lot in the 
evidence of von Thadden which was not really relevant but at least von 
Thadden's evidence Ln as that the actions that were alleged to 
have been carried out in the extermination of Jews were not known to 2 


wide field of people, including the SS, with whom NOX he was in contact 


whereas that is not true in this case. 
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DR, PELCKMANN: I am of xm the opinion that the only way I can 
fight the statement of the Prosecution that everybody knew about this, 
the only way of proving or fighting the claim of the Prosecution that the 
whole of Germany knew about it.... 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: Dr. Pelckmann, let me stop you here. You are 
not supposed to be proving that the whole of Germany did not know, You are 
supposed to be proving that the SS did not know, If you can in fact prove 
that the whole of Germany did not know, presumably then that would include 
the SS, but that is not apparently the purpose of this affidavit. Asa 
matter of fact that is the whole difficulty with regard to von Thadden which 
you just mentioned, in that it is evidence by implication rather than by any 
direct facts which go to show that the members were ignorant of the exterm- 
ination of Jews. What von Thadden did succeed in showing, in my opinion, 
was that Eichmann kept his activities secret from the Foreign Office and, 
in consequence, to a great extent fran the 55 who were in liaison with von 
Thadden.

This affidavit shows that the personal adjutant of 
Himmler did not know very much about the activity of Himmler but does it show 
that the SS had no connection with certain orders given by Himmler?

1728, in any of the demonstrations against Jews. Threes It is not correct 
that the SS and police formed the single unit, and especially that the higher 
55 and police leaders were put together == for instance, the leader of the 0 
abschnitts of the Allgemoinon SS in Main was not at tho same timc higher SS 
and police loader. Same was the caso in Nurnberg. " 

MR. MONNERAY: I think tho last passage of this summary is not correct, 
rogarding Nurnberg. 

OL. NUAVE: Well, the point you made was that the Chief of Police in 
Nurnberg was not tho samo, This is referring to the Chief of Ohernbsoehnitte, 


So that is SS affidavit No. 10. 
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DR. PELCZMANN: Affidavit by FABRIZIUS. "According to this affidavit 
the Ggrman minorities and the "Volksduetsche Mittelstelle" were no fifth 
column and did not receive any instructions from the SS and had orders not 
to participate in tho Rumanian National Socialistic groups. Bruckner was 
minority leader in Rumania from 1934 to 1938," 

MR, MONNERAY: I wish to emphasize that the affidavit stresses the 
loyalty of the German minorities, however, at the same time they were in 
touch with the German Government in Berlin, 

COLONEL NEAVE: What is the point in saying that? What does that have to 
do with the SS? 

MR. MONNERAY: I mercly wanted to cite the fact that though the affi- 
davit stresses the loyalty of the G,rmon minorities, they were still in 
touch with the German Government in Berlin. 

COL. NEAVE: I don't see your point in putting that on the record at all 
even if it is in the affidavit. The point in this affidavit is to show that 
the German minorities received no instructions from the SS and does not 
pertain to the question of the German minorities’ loyalty to their own 
Government.

description of the actual facts, 

COLONEL NEAVEs The point you make is that these affidavits are 

being submitted to show that all the members of the organization cid not kno: 
.* the crines which the SS is being charged with, but that does not really 

help us in this problem at all. The point is how far thé defense should be 
allowed to introduce affidavits by unimportant people to prove such points 
We all quite agree that the hearings ‘on behalf of the organizations must 
be as repr: e At the same time there will have to 
be a limit as to the number of affidavits on this particular question 
and on similar questions. It is at the discretion of the commissioner 
whether the particular point of the affidavit is relevant or if it has 
already been covered. In the meantime, I would like to know how many 
affidavits you havé regarding the conditions in concentration camps ۰ 

DR. PELCKMAN*: Today I have six. 

COLONEL NEAVE: They are all covering the same sort of thing, are 
thoy not 7? 

JR. PEICKWANNs: Yes, but +4 different camps. 
MR. MO.NERAYs there is one point that has not been contested and 


tuat is that crimes have been committed, It seems the only relevant point 


i$ for the defense to show that the SS employees in the concentration camps 


could not possibly know of the crimes co mitted at the camps. I 
do not think that thc defense for the SS wants to show that the concentratior 
camps were not camps where atrotities and killings were carried out 
systematically, so this affidavit has to have as its aims an ignorance of 
the crimes and not to show that no crimes at all were carried out at the 
concentration camps. I t seems to be a point, which is out of the aim 
of the organization. 

COLONEL NEAVEs I believe, Dr, Pelekmann, we will have to talk this 


over again zt a later date, 
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In the meantime we will consider these six affidavits with regard to 


concentration camps and we will make no final decision on them at the moment 
although we will read the summary into the record, Whether a small group 
of guards knew about these events or dot does not go very far to TEA 
knowledge of ignorance of the whole organ zation and as a consequence 
the admissiblity of the affidavit before the commission will have to be 
judged in that linee Let us consider these six affidavits togethere 

DR. PELCKWAN:;s Before I give you the summaries, may I say something? 

COLONEL NEAVEs Ig it is not very long. 

DR, PELCKMANS: I dontt want te prove by the affidavits that a re- 
latively small group of guards did not know anything of the occurances 
in the concentration camps e I want to show that if the guards that were 
so Close to the actual occurances did not know anything of the occurances 
within the camp, except for a few exceptions, then the SS or the 
organization 2s a whole, the men on the front and in the homeland could 
not know anything furthcr, 

MRe MONNERAY: Are you going to present affidavits from guards 
at Auschwit, and Buchcr*s13 > 

DP. FELCKWANWs Yos, 

COLONEL NEAVEs Do yoü mean to say that they did not know ۶ 

DR. FPELCKWANN: Yese I want to state that you do not consider these 
things in the light of an individual case, but rather as a whole in 
connection with the proof I have given concerning the secrecy, the 
threat of punishment, ctce, and all matters which were carried out in 
order to insure tho secretness of the entire matter. I want to prove this 
in connection also with the oral statement of the judges which we had here, 

COLONEL NEAVE: We will consider these affidavits altogether and 
th. Commission will give you their decision regarding the question of 
concentration camp evidence.

COM-ISSIONSR N.AVEs Affidavits from members f thc concentration 
camp SS guard units only are being be considered at the moment and the 
following procedure is suggested 3: These affidavits will be examined

Kuchn was the man charged in the 
Reichs Ministry of Justice with the orosecution of rumor spreaderse In 
this position he asked officials of the Gestapo ቋያ rumors concerning the 
extermination of Jews in the East were true, Tho Gestapo answered, and 
it was eigher 1942 or 1913, that these rumors were unfounded, Because 
of its worming, which is rather important in this case, I would like to 
ask for a translation of the entire document which does not take quite a

It merely implics that if the Gestapo 
kept these thing secret, according to what you say, the SS would not have 
knowng In this case the witness was neither a member of the SS or apparently 
connected with it at all, so it is rather far fetched to say that a conver-

informed, bocouso I cannot soo what good it doos to your caso 
if you con show, as you say you can show, that thoro wore

Obviously somo people spoak from wide oxporionco, But those 
incidents that they describo must relate to paragraph 6 of tho 
Order of March 15, wh is porfoctly cloar in that rospoct, that 
is paragraph 6 (2) I belicvo.
